THE PEOPLE’S TRUST BETRAYED

; When in 1931 Rube Laffoou was a 
c andidate for governor of Kentucky ho 
promised the people of Kentucky that 
he would see to It that the state tax 
on farm real estate would he removed. 
As governor he vetoed n legislative 
measure which would have materially 
reduced this tax. 

As a candidate lie promised the 
people to so reorganize the state gov¬ 
ernment ns to save money enough to 
pny off the state debt during his ad¬ 
ministration. I’p to this moment the 
state debt Is growing faster duriug 
the Laffnon administration than it 
ever did before. 

As a candidate Ruby Laffoou prom¬ 
ised the people thnt ‘Tlatforni pledges 
should he regarded sacred and binding, 
ns much so ns a promise made under 
the most solemn circumstances. I be¬ 
lieve thnt platforms are made to stand 
on and not merely to get in on.

For nearly two years Governor 
Luffoon 1ms ridden roughshod over 
his personal promises and the solemn 
mandates of the platform on which 
he was elected. 

He now finds himself face to face 
with the direful result of his default. 
Federal aid for our state's destitute 
people will cease unless the state 
makes provision to share the burden. 
About $3,090,000 of state money—not 
warrants or promises, but cold cash— 
must be raised.

Ice Urcant Supper

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I'KirtM of tomatoes nre Ukley to cause 
the juice to be bitter ntul decayed 
pots tormise spoilage. Wash tomatoes, 
remove tlie core and stem end and cut 
into small pieces. Cook to simmering 
point or about 170 to iso degrees and 
strain immediately through a fine 
mesh sieve. Pour the Juice Into hot 
sterilized jars. Add a teaspoon of salt 
per quart of Juice, unless it Is to be 
used for infants, when salt should be 
omitted. Completely seal and process 
for 20 minutes in boiling water. Store 
In a cool, dark place. 

Avoid boiling or allowing tin* cooked 
tomatoes to stand before processing to 
help protect the vitamin C content. 

Tomato Aspic Salad.—Use 4 table¬ 
spoons of gelatin, b. of n cup of cold 
water, 3 cups of strained tomato 
juice, % of a bay leaf, 2 whole cloves, 
1 teaspoon of suit, 1 teaspoon of sugar, 
1 s of u teaspoon of paprika, 2 slices 
of onion, 1 cun of celery cut In small 
pieces, % of a cup of diced cooked or 
raw carrots, 3 tablespoons of pimiento, 
and mayonnaise dressing. Soak the 
gelatin in cold water 0 minutes. Cook 
tomatoes, bar leaf, cloves, salt, sugar 
and onion together for 10 minutes. 
Strain, measure, add gelatin and mix 
thoroly. Cool, and when consistency 
of thick syrup add the other ingre¬ 
dients. Turn into a mold, or individ¬ 
ual molds, which have been dipped in 
cold water. Chill. Remove from mold. 
Serve on n bed of crisp lettuce leaves 
with mayonnaise dressing.

OUR POSTAL SERVICE 


I T IS possible that you felt you hnd 
some complaint to make Inst July 
f when you hnd to place n three-cent 
stnmp on your letters Instead of the 
red two-center that sufficed prior to 
that time, hut I will wnger you did 
■ | not make much noise about It after 
, 1 nil. I think that I can tell you the 
J reasons why you complained so little 
f, about that lucronse of one-third In 
the postal rates: there Is nothin* that 
' j gives you so much for so little ns 
, does the postal service. 

■ | Had the landlord Increased your 
\ rent by a third, you would have moved 
right out; had the grocer raised any 
, price thnt much, you would have gone 
Immediately to Ids competitor, and 
i hnd yon been told by your bnnk thnt 
the Interest rate you were paying was 
to be raised 33 V4 per cent, you would 
have sworn vengenanee. 

I have wondered since that rnte 
Increase went Into effect whether pos¬ 
sibly It was not a good thing from 
the standpoint of patrons of the post¬ 
al service ns well ns assuring to the 
■ federal government something near 
the amount of funds It hns to have to 
pay operating expenses. The fact thnt 
there wns an Increase In rates, espe¬ 
cially on letters, brought tO\tlie at¬ 
tention of all of us the benefits we 
hnd been enjoying through yenrs and 
years of thnt service which we ac¬ 
cept as a matter of course. 

It costs between $000,000,000 and 
$700,000,000 to operate that fnrflung 
! system known ns the pnstnl service 
each 12 months. The principle wns In¬ 
culcated In our governmental struc¬ 
ture when the nation wns formed 
I thnt this service should he self-sus- 
tnlnlng, though It Is run by the fed¬ 
eral government. It never hns been 
quite able to pay Its own way, hut 
at the same time It never hns been 
much of n charge on the government 
j Itself. 

The reason postal rates never have 
quite succeeded In producing sufficient 
| revenue to pay all expenses of the 
[ great organization that serves, Is thnt 
fundamental belief thnt It should 
j not be an agency for profit. In other 
words, congress always has clung to 
the Idea of having the postal service 
do Its Job Just as cheaply (for the 
people) ns It can and thnt It Is better 
| for It to fnll Just a little short of 

■j^Puifex I'v uvv. -, - Uvmi tftte (tow 

T those who use thnt service more than 
Is needed. If there Is n deficit nt the 
end of the year, ns there nearly nl- 
ways hns been, congress hns been 
I willing to take rare of It with nil ap¬ 
propriation from funds received by 
j general taxation. 

But In the Inst several yenrs when 
the volume of letters fell off ns It 
always does when there Is not much 
business, the amount of the deficit 
grew to n size which congress de¬ 
cided wns a little too large. So It 
turned to t.ho Increase In the postage 
rnte on letters to make up part of flip 
loss. That one-eent Increase probably 
will not he enough to offset the an¬ 
ticipated deficit completely, hat It will 
reduce the difference between the In- | 
pome and the expenses to a compara¬ 
tively small sum. If there had been 
no rnte Increase, I am told that tlu* [ 
deficit from last July to the end of 
next .Tune would have appronchod 
$200,000,0(10. 

And that brings another thought. 

Ar a people, Americans have nl- 
wnys stood against the government 1 
engaging In business.

neighbors except Indirectly. Why, 
then, should not private capital and 
private Industry perform the service 
and enjoy llio profits therefrom? 

The answer Is simple. The reason 
Is that those who conceived our form 1 
of government and envisioned the 
magnitude of our nation, at the same 
time, saw the necessity for a uniform I 
system of handling Its written coni- | 
nominations. 

Those men recognized more than 
n century und a half ago that the In¬ 
dividual states must not he allowed I 
to control the means of communion- I 
tlon; that when u letter wus once 
Started on Its way, It must go on, I 
ami thnt only one agency could be 
made responsible If success were to [ 
be .attained. 

The post muster general occupies 
the post of bend of tile post office 
department. Embodied In It nre dozens 
of supervisory agencies, filled for the

T HE housewife takes her dollar 
to the market and in return 
receives a selection of fresh veg¬ 
etables, of canned goods or of such 
staples as sugar, butter, flour and 
so on down the line. 

If prices seem too high, and most 
times they do to the woman who is 
trying to make one dollar cover the 
ground formerly covered by two, 
she Is prone to criticize the people 
who provide the food the grocer or 
the butcher sell her. 

“Why,’’ she aBks, "must 1 pay 
tills price when I read in the news¬ 
papers that producers are receiving 
a mere pittance for their products. 
Tho canners and packers and re¬ 
finers must he getting rich on the 

difference.’’ 

A real story lies behind what 
happens to thut "difference’’ and 
the housewife who takes time to 
study the true conditions will be 
much better equipped to spend In¬ 
telligently and buy wisely. 

An Interesting example was 
brought to light recently when 
statistics on the cost of sugar re¬ 
fining were made public in connec¬ 
tion with the suit brought by the 
Government against tho Sugar In¬ 
stitute. For the first time It wus 
revealed what happens to tho dollar 
when it goes to market and buys 
sugar refined from Cuban raw 
sugar. 

Based on a retail price of 5.7 
cents per pound, us computed by 
the United States Jftueatl of Lubor 
Statistics, the dollur purchased for 
the housewife, a total of 17.54 
pounds of refined sugar. But the 
refiner, to produce that much sugar

has to buy from the grower 18.77 
pounds of raw sugar. Out of the 
housewife's dollar the refiner re 
celved only 128 centBi less than 
one-third the amount thut went to 
the U. S. Treasury as payment of 
duty on the raw sugar required to 
produce the refined. For that 12.3 
cents the refiner furnished labor, 
plant, machinery, fuel and supplies, 
for refining and packaging the 
sugar including the packages them¬ 
selves. lie absorbed the expense 
of storing the refined sugar In wnre 
houses until It was culled for by 
tho sugar brokers whose commit* 
slons he also puld. In fact the re¬ 
finer financed practically the entire 
operation from the time the raw- 
sugar was shipped from Cuba until 
the refined sugar was delivered to 
the customer. 

The wonder is that sugar can 
roach tho grocers' shelves at its 
present low price. 

The same type of story might be 
told about canned foods, meats and 
many other products. It should be 
told for tho modern woman with 
her acute business sense is entitled 
to a full understanding where her 
food dollars go. p

How It Operates

T TNDEIt our system of government, 
predicated on alignment of the 
citizens Into two major political par¬ 
ties, changes nre effected very slow¬ 
ly In the matter of expanding, or ac¬ 
complishing n shrinkage, In any es¬ 
tablishment or Its functions. Home po¬ 
litician rises up and makes "an Is¬ 
sue” of every proposal of that kind, 
and quite obviously he has Ids fol- 
j lowing. Thus, oftentimes functions of 
government go on long after their 
] necessity has censed. 

But 1 am going to discuss changes 
that hnve come about whether the 
political parties desired or not, 
changes that were accomplished In n 
manner comparable In reverse to the 
history of the memorable character, 
Topsy, who “Just growed." They are 
centered In the Department of the 
Interior, and I soy without fear of 
contradiction that no department of 
the government has experienced such 
changes with respect to Importance 
of its several units. 

It was not so many yonrs ago, less 
than half n century, that the country 
looked to the Department of the In¬ 
terior In connection with the grave 
Indian problem; It looked to the name 
agency concerning disposition of the 
vast public lands, and the same agency 
was' in charge of nil veterans' pen¬ 
sions, though the number was small 
as compared to now. 

In the meantime, the West wns de¬ 
veloping. Public lands were being ab- 
sojrbod nnd the number of Indians wns 
decreasing nnd the blood was being 
diffused. Far-seeing statesmen recog 
nl led that conservation of the beauty 
sp its required early action, nnd pres¬ 
et ration of them ns national parks 
gc I under way. 

The course of the times carried with 
It the constituent elements of new 
pi ilderns, such ns administration of 
lr Igntlon projects, ns the nrld states 
re teived the overflow of population, 
it clnmatlon of lands wns the premise 
fr im which the movement had to pro 
ce td. 

Thus, the Department of the In- 
te lor saw Its influence wane In some 
sections of the country and on some 

f irs of national Import, nnd ob- 
i] It expnndlng In others. The 
c domain has declined in size 
niportnnee until the general laud 
of. ce Is only u fraction of Its former 
I se f, though still an office of conse- 
qti once, and the office of commission¬ 
er of Indian nffalrs, once among the 
pc iverful offices of the government, 
hup declined In Importance corre¬ 
spondingly with the shrinkage of In¬ 
dian population and problems. 

through the years, of course, the 
di^mrtment has received additions, 
such ns the office of education, nnd the 
national park service has been built 
up ns the nation sought to conserve 
for the future the beauty spots nnd 
recreational grounds naturally pre¬ 
sented In virgin form. The develop¬ 
ment of the great resources of Alaska 
to a large extent Is tinder the di¬ 
rection of the secretary of the Interior 
who has the Alaska railroad under 
Ids administration. There Is also the 
geological survey, an agency for study 
of tho nation's geologic map. 

As to the changes that have come 
In the department since Its Inception, 
however, none stand out more than 
does the expansion of influence through 
construction nnd management of Ir¬ 
rigation projects. Actually, none bear 
more Importantly on the economic nnd 
physical well-being of whnt wns the 
West of yore. The director of reclnin- 
nmtlon hns been exerting this Influ¬ 
ence of the federal government for 
30 years, nnd If one mny use the 
constant culls for additional legisla¬ 
tion ns n criterion, the limit of power 
nnd Influence of that office Is yet nfur 
off. Irrigation Is only In Its Infancy. 

As the work in connection with 
educating the Indians and providing 
for their future welfare nnd protec¬ 
tion of their funds grows less, and as 
the area of the public domain declines, 
the functions of government decline 
there, hut hi another part of the great 
building that houses the department 
the functions of government are ex¬ 
panding that the national parks mny 
be protected and preserved for future 
generations. And so It Is, too, with 
the commissioner of education who Is 
the lluson between the stute school 
systems and the federal government, 
as well us serving In co-operation with 
all educational institutions through¬ 
out the country. 

It Is not Intended in tlds discussion 
to depreciate the value of the work 
done by any of the units making up 
the Department of the Interior. The 
purpose Is to show how n changing 
of conditions, resulting from growth 
of the uatlon Itself, has brought about 
modlflcatloii of the work and the de¬ 
mands upon government. None can 
say that the general land office, for 
example, lucks consequence when It 
Is recalled that every duy and every¬ 
where there Is some ono or group 
clamoring to gain n leasehold on pub¬ 
lic laud to exploit mineral resources 
of oil, of copper, of a dozen other 
things. These uro owned by tho \ 
federal government and proper ad¬ 
ministration of them Is just as vital 
ly Important as sound construction 1 
of the gigantic project headed up lu 
Hoover (lain mid the Colorado river . 
basin,
